Secretary of Agriculture’ 


David F. Houston Is Now Uncle 
Sam's Farmer-in-Chief 

Farmer-in-chief of the world’s rich- 
est agricultural country is the proud 
position of Dr. David Franklin Hous- 
ton, who was awarded the portfolio 
of Secretary of Agrictulture when 
President Wilson passed around his 
cabinet plums. Mr. Houston, who is 
in his 50th. year, is a “Tar Heel” by 
birth, but a “Show Me” py adoption. 
In otlier words, he was born in North 
Carolina, at Monroe, but later trans- 


, ferred his allegiance to Missouri. His 


appointment to the post which had 
been leld ‘for sixteen years, under 
three presidents, by James Wilson, 
came somewhat ag a surprise, as Mr, 
Houston was an educator by profes- 
sion and had never taken a a aes 
part in politics. 

The man who heads the’ ’ govern- 
ment department entrusted with the 
conservation of the republic’s fore- 
most industry, gained his first. know- 
ledge of agriculture by toiling on a 


farm in North Carolina. He completed |_ 


his education at South Carolina Col- 
lege and at Harvard, where he took 
his .A.M. degree in 1892. He special- 
‘ized in ancient languages, ahd became 
a tutor of the deceased tongues at | 
South Carolina college. He was super- 
intendent of schools at Spartanburg, | 
S.C., for three years, earning the 
money to enable him to take the polit: | 
ical science course at Harvard. Twen- 
ty years ago he joined the faculty of 
the University of Texas at Austin, 
where he was professor of political 
science and dean of the faculty 

It was while he was connected with 
the Texas instftution that he 
married Miss Helea Beall. In 1902 
he was offered the presidency of the 
Agricultural and Mechanical College 
of Texas, where he resumed his 
youthful stuay of farming processes, 
It was probably the knowledge he 
gained while at the head of that col- 
lege that resulted in his appointment 
to a job in the cabinet of President 
Wilson. In 1905 Mr. Houston return- 
tre” Wniversty of Texes; this 
time as president. He remained there 
until 1908, when he. became chancel- 
lor of Washington University at St. 
Louis, the position he held when he 
was called to Washington to become 
Uncle Sam's farmer-in-chief. There he 
proceeded to make good, but, being a 
quiet man with -no yearning for the 
limélight, his achievements have not 
gained much publicity. —Minneapolis 
Journal.

In his last lette- to his father, 
Lieut. Philip. Anderson, of the 
hioyal Irish Regiment, refers. to 


a brave act as follows: 

“In. my trench | lust two men, both 
killed. One had been left: by a re- 
lieving party,.one woun'ed, and one 
‘of my corporals, a man named Mur- 
phy, from County “ork, volunteered 
to look him in broad daylight. He 
had to go about 150 yards to the spot. 
The agreement was ‘that he should 
find out where the man was, apprise 
me, and we woulc bring him in to- 
gether. Well, he wet: off, never ap- 
prised me, got to the man, who was 
dead, and was then shot by a sniper 
through the heart. He ran about 100 
yards and half fell into an empty 
trench behind ours. I saw he was 
covered with blood, go crawled out 
vn my stomach ynder fire, got to the 
trench, hauled him into it, and ban- 
daged him up. He died in my arms 
after three-quarters of an hour. He 
did not suffer a pit, and was ag brave 
as a lion till the end, Was it not-a 
great end? He came from Bantéer, 
County Cork, and came with the bat- 
talion from India. Some of these men 
are splendid.” 


Object of the Campaign

What 
the American Society of Thrift adds 
to the exhibit by way of exiphasis, is 
the statement that in the year 1913, 
trusted empioyees in America’ em- 
bezzled more than $40,000,000. A great 
proportion of theso embezzlements 
were charged against rainers of famt- 


lies who had lost all sense of honor: 


in qa desperate attempt to go on sup- 
plying extravagant demands of fami- 

es untrained in saving or proper 
spending and utterly ignorant of the 
real value of a dollar. 

Do you know that the average 
housewife could save twenty per cent. 
of the cost of running a home if she 
had been trained tu spend -wisely? 
The teacher I have’ been quoting 
maintains that the difference between 
the ‘trained and ‘the untrained buyer 
for the house is greater than this, and 
that the difference when it comes to 
purchase of personal things is 
even more marked. 

Experts are sayiag that it igs more 
difficult to invest "money wisely than 
to make it. Also that right spending 
is a more important lesson for the 
average American family to learn 
than saving (Thrift is no* simply put- 
ting money in & savings bank; it is get- 
ting the biggest return for what per- 
centage you spend out of your yearly

@ Laying Down of Life-Blood 
for Greater and Deeper 

J Things . : 

“It needed this one supreme strug- 
gle to teach the world that when an 
enemy is gre-pled with the British 
empire, or of the emp he 
grappled with the whole, The British 
empire is stronger today than ever 
before: It will alize to neutrals 
that it is more than name; it will 
demonstrate that the one great unfty 
is to be reckoned with asa whole, 
and ‘not in’ sections. The empire will 
be a paver for peace that never ex- 
isted before, and go far to solve the 
international relations of the world.” 

These were the words of Sir George 
Foster in speech before a Toronto 
audience. His address was an eloquent 
patriotic appeal aid a masterly review 
of the world-struggle and the part of 
the empire in the crisis and after the 
Yanquishing of ths foe. From the 
start politics played no part in his 
address. : ; 

“Never after this will a German 
Emperor or any other emperor play 
bluff. as did the Kaiser,” said Sir 
George. “This war will.sadden us, 
but it will make us a more serious 
people. It will teach us that there is 
something more to live for than 
business, speculation and pleasure; it 
will teach us to look back on the 
past; teach us that the liberties given 
to us were given to keep and: pass on.

- To Develop Oil Fields 


Canadian Pacific Oil Fields Thrown 
Ope: For Development 

The Canadian Pacific Railway has’ 
decided to throw open for develop 
ement its holdings in oil fields in the 
Calgary district, and will lease petro- 
leum and gas rights under certain 
conditions. The company will charge ‘ 
one dollar an acre payable half yearly 
in advance, the life of the leages to 
be fixed at ten years. The area of 
each lease will be limited to six hun- 
dred and forty acres which must con- 
sist of adjoining quarter sections or 
legal subdivisions.

For Teachers 


The policy of the Department of Edu- 
cation regarding the dévelopment of in- 
struction in the ‘practical arts, and in 
Science, and Agriculture involves (a) 
financial aid to the local school boards 


v }to assist them in providing the necessary 


Jequipment and facilities, (b) financial 
recognition for the teachers who. secure 
the necessary qualifications and carry on 
the work in their schools in a satisfac- 
tory manner, and (c) provision of op- 
portunities whereby the teachers of the 
Province may have an equal chance to 
extend their training to an extent suffi- 
cient to enable them to do the additional 
work successfully while at the same time 
conserving the. best standards for. the 
work of the school as a whole. ' 

During the past two summers the 
Summer School fot Teachers held under 


the direction of the Department of Edu-}: 


cation at the University of Alberta, has 
provided this opportunity. In 1913, 
eighty teachers took advantage of the 
courses offered. In 1914, one hundred 
and fifty five teachers attended. The 
same year a special series of courses was 
organized for the school inspectors to 
enable them to co-operate with the 
teachers in the field in the et 
of the work. 

The announcement giving full par- 

ticulars regarding: the Summer School 
for 1915 is now being sent to all teach- 
era in the Province. A copy has been 
received at this office today. It is evi- 
dent from the’ announcement that. the 
Department of Educatioti is finding the 
Summer School an effective instrument 
for the stimulation and_ supplementary 
training of the teachers,. The service of 
over twenty specialists has been engaged 
Over one 
hundred. and fifty-tive teachers have ap- 
plied already for admission. 
This year the organization of the 
courses of instruction has been elaborat- 
ed 60 a8 to be in harmony with the regu- 
lations regarding instruction in the 
special subjects as indicated ‘in Techni- 
cal Education Bulletin No. 1, {ssued last 
November. A series of courses, in each 
case involving twa summer’s Work,’ is 
offered leading to a special elementary 
certificate in:— 

(a) Science—Agriculture, 
and Nature Study. : 

(b) Household Arts—Household Sci- 
ence, Management and: Art. 

(c) Art—Art Methods, Design, Draw- 
ing and Painting: 

(d) Manual Training—Paper and Card- 
board Work, Textile and Basket Work, 
Clay Modelling and Peninanship. . 

Ae) Woodwork—Shop Work, Design 
artd Mechanical’ Drawing. ~~ 

(f) Physical. , Training ~~ Strathcona 
Drill, ‘Organized Play, Musical Games 
and Folk Dancing. 

‘This year, for the firat time, a wpodtal 
series of courses will be offered for those 
teachera who are responsible for ‘teach- 
ing Science'and Agriculture in the high 
schools. While a number of those re- 
sponsible for such instruction are science 
specialists, the great majority in the 
towns and villages have not specialized 
in either Science or Agriculture in’ their 
College course. .. These teachers find

Only by, Analysis of Light Can We 


Ri Aan Learn Anything of Composition . 


‘ of ‘Heavenly ‘Bodies 

Lecturing before the members of 
‘the .Victofia Institute on the subject 
-of “The Spectra of Stars and Nebu- 
lae,” Professor A» Fowler, F.R.S., 
says the London Times, said the only 
‘{ntelligible message that a star sent 
to the earth was borne on its rays 
of light, and it was only by the 
analysis of such light’ that we could 
learn anything of the chemical com- 
position and physicai condition of the 
star. Such an analysis had been rend- 
ered possible by the invention of the 
spectroscope. 

Our present extensive knowledge 
of stellar spectra had been made pos- 
sible by the application of photograph- 
ic methods of observation. It was 
early found that the number of dis- 
tinct varieties of stars was by no 
means large. Father Secchi. recog- 
nized four principal types of stellar 
rp beginning with white stars 
» and ending with red ones. It was 
ound: that these different types were 
not abruptly divided, .but .were con- 
nected by spectra representing well 
marked, transition stages. Here we 
got the first definite indications of an 
evolution of the stars somewhat ana- 
logous to that which Darwin enunciat- 
ed for organic life. The differences 
in the spectra of the stars were not 
to be attributed primarily to differ- 
ences in composition, put to their 
having reached different stages in an 
evolutionary process. Continuity of 
the spectral series practically com- 
pelled us to believe that our sun was 
once a star like Birius, and that in 
dtie course Sirius would become a 
star like the gun, the sun meanwhile 


having become a red star with a 
spectrum of bands. 
The generally epted view that. 


the ancestors of the stars were repre- 
sented by nebulae required. that these 
bodies should contain all the mater- 
ials of which stars were known to be 
composed. But the nebulae had a 
very simple spectrum of. bright lines, 
among which only those belonging to 
hydrogen and helium had certainly 
been identified. Hence the modern 

f view, ably supported by ‘the mathe- 
matical ,investigations of Professor 
Nicholson, that, nebulae consisted 
largely of atoms of very — primitive 
forms of matter and that the stellar 
sequence might possibly indicate the 
order of evolution of the chemical ele- 
ments as well as that of the stars 
thethselves. That nebulae must con- 
tain’ matter other than that indicated 
by r 
strongly suggested by observations of 
“new stars.” 

Further investigations were _ still 
needed to compiete_the story, but all 
modern work tended to strengthen 

’ our belief in the chemical unity of 
the universe, and in an evolutionary 
development of stars from the primi- 
tive conditions represented by nebu- 
lae.

Russian Crop Tied up by Inability to 
Export, While German Acteage 
. Je Cut Down One-Fourth & 


. The effect is the broscat Mee in 
‘Europe. on the, geography 0 
world’s gugar proenetion is strikingly 
shown in a statement just issued by 
the National Geographic Society, The 
statement follows: 

“Fifty-three out of every hundred 
pounds of sugar produced in the world 
are’ grown in the countries now at 
war and their colonies. The total 
production of the world is estimated 
at approximately 18,000,000 tons. This 
production is made up of cane sugar, 

jhaving been 9,545,000 tons, and of 
beet sugar 8,43 000 tons in 1913. 

“One of the peculiar facts connected 
with the sugar market of the world, is 
that while Europe produces more than 
ninety-three per cent. out of every 
one hundred potnds‘of beet sugar 
grown, it yields only one, pound out 
of every six hundred of ne sugar. 
Of Europe’s total production of beet 
sugar, amounting to 7,808,000. tons, 5,- 
666,000 tons grew in belligerent terri- 
tory in 1913. Nearly all of this pro- 
duct is now entirely isolated from the 
outside world, being grown mainly 
in Germany, Austria-Hungary . and 
Russia. What this means to the 
world is revealed by the fact that 
more than two-thirds of the world’s 
sugar is not consumed in the country 
of its origin, this condition arising 
from the fact that the great sugar-us- 
ing nations are principally outside of 
the belts of sugar production. . 

“Any scarcity of sugar growing out 
of the war will affect the United 
States more seriously ‘han any other 
country, for the reason that American

Poultry is Needed 


Egg Statistics Compiled by Poultry 
Experts of Dominion Department 
of Agriculture, 

Canada is ghort fifteen hundred 
thousand hens, averaging one hun- 
dred eggs per year. Canada in 1914 
imported two hundred thousand. dol- 
lars’ worth more. poultry than she 
exported, and imported eggs to ‘the 
enormous amount in value of $2,500,- 
000 in excess of her shipments abroad. 
These are the somewhat surprising, if 
not alarming, statements made by 
the poultry division of the Dominion 
department of agriculture,’ from 
which also emana-es the important 
anhouncement that Britaia took frpm 
Belgium, France, Russia, Germany, 
and Austria-Hungary, in the avail- 
able’ months of 1914 three million dol- 
lars’ worth of poultry and 136,000,000, 
or sixteen hundre@ and thirty-two 
million eggs—sufficient to give two 
million, two hundred and thirty-five 
thousand, six hundred and sixteen 
veoplé two eggs apiece for every day 
in the year. Such facts must surely 
convey a world of meaning to poul- 
try breeders in’ Canada. These facts 
are further emphasized by the state- 
ment’ that the average egg yield per 
hen in this’ country is but 80 eggs 
per year, whith, we are further as- 
sured. by: experts, could, by careful 
selection, feeding and housing be in- 
creased to 180 eggs per hen per year. 
As the head of the division at Ottawa 
remarks, “It would be a Profitable 
thing to strive for.’

10 CENTS PER PLUG 


One. For Every 15 Peraons—Only 
United States Has as Many in 
Proportion 

According to the annual report of 
the Comptroller of Statistics of the 
Railways and Canal Department, Mr, 
J. L. Payne, the telephone business of 
Canada is steadily increasing, while 
the telegraph shows, for the past year, 
at least, a decrease in earning.’ The 
telephone business of Canada for the 
year ending June 30, 1914, showed an 
increase of. more than two and a quar: 
ter millions in gross earnings, while 
the telegraph companies reported a 


decrease of $112,000 as compared 
with 1913. 
Gross: éarnings of the telephone 


companies last y2ar totalled $17,297,- 
268, and ‘expenses $12,882,402, while 
the net earnings were $4,414,866. The 
gross. earnings were equal to $33 per 
telephone in use. The total number of 
telephones in use is 621,144, or one for 
every fifteen of the population, Only 
one other country, the United States, 
is known to have as large per capita | 


number of telephones as Canada has. | |

The Country Demonstrator 


How Quebeo Farmers Are Being 


Helped 

County agricultural demonstrators 
have been at' work in the English- 
speaking sections cf Quebéc for over 
three years. Their nuniber has grad- 
ually increased until now there are 
seven, with offices in Snawville,,Hun- 
tingdon, Cowansville, Lennoxville, 
Ayer’s Cliff, Richmond and Cookshire. 
They are graduates “of Macdonald 
College, and have been selected on 
account of their practical knowleigo 
of and acquaintance with farm life. 
(In addition to these the Provincial 
government has appointed a ‘number | 
of agricultural agents for French- | 
speaking counties): | 

The work of the county demonstra- | 
tor is not easy; it demands ability, 
patience and tact of a high order. 
Difficulties and obstacles always 
abound, but these must oe faced 
with serene countenance as if they 
were trifles. His task is all the more 
difficult because he must determine 
his own line of action, that is, how he 
may best help ihe community in which 


he is placed. He is organizer, leader |.an epidemic of cholera, 


and worker at the same time, and his 
success de ends upen the marner in 
which he performs these three func- 
tions. On account of th. newness 
of the work the demonstrator has no 
traditions to guide him; there are no 
“blazed trails” which he may follow. 
The nature of his work will necessari- 
ly be determined to a large sxtent by 

$s training and personality, his pre-- 
ious experience, and the needs of the 
‘county. 

The establishmert of county qemon- 
strators is the latest step in the gen- 
eral movement of providing agricul- 
tural instruction to the persons: en- 
gaged in farming. Such a person doe3 
not exist even in th>s best experiment 
station or agricultural college. -Pos- 
sessing a good agricultural education 
the demonstrator should, however, be 
able to make suggestions towards the 
solution of certain problems affecting 
the farmer, and thus. give 
help when required 

He is not an adviser in t sense, 
that he bas a lot of notions and

| theories which he desires the farmers 


of a district to adopt. On the other 
hand, he is rather a student of the 
best farm practices of nis dis‘ ict, so 
that he may be abte co carry from 
farm to farm the information he has 
geined. ite 

He is not an intruder. He does not 
present himself where he is not want- 
ed. On.the other hand, he is always 
ready to be of assistauce where he is 
wanted. In this sense he is the ser- 
vant of the community.—Quebec 
Journal of Agriculture.

The information 
was evidently secured from practical 
farmers in cheese factory and in 
creamery districts, and in sections 
where hogs are raised.without dairy 
by-products. I 

The bulletin conciudes with articles 
on hog cholera and tuberculosis, writ- 
ten by the veterinary director-gen- 
eral and the chief meat inspector, re- 
spectively.
